Speaking from the experience of 
a lifetime of public service "nowj 
as. -the shadows gather around| 
me," Herbert Hoover today pro- 
posed a new union of the world's 
tree nations; 


He, termed it "the remaining 


hope for peace in the world." 


"Today we have no peace," 


said the nation's 31st president on 
his 88th birthday, recounting from 
(lis first-hand knowledge of the 
(world's struggles for harmony. 


In a speech prepared for the 


dedication of the Herbert Hoover 
Presidential Library in the village 
of his birth1, HooveV declared. 
"We must realize that the United 
Nations has failed to give us even 
a remote hope of lasting peace. 
Instead, it adds to the dangers 
of wars which now surround us." 


The 
Communist nations, 
he 


said, "have destroyed the useful- 
ness of the United Nations to pre-i[ 
serve peace."
